It
is reported that Stotsenburg ordered
the regimental surgeon, Major Snyder,
under arrest on Thanksgiving day be-
cause he would not report a number of
sick men as fit for duty. Major Snyder
appealed to Generf! Otis, with the re-
sult that that officer ordered Stotsen-
burg under arrest for falsifying reports.
The charge against Eager is of the same
nature. It is understood that the falsi-
fications related to the number of men
unfit for duty, as the officers have en-
deavored to make it appear that the
sick list is small, hoping that that being
the case the regiment may not be re-
called and their fat salaries will con-
tinue.
